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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 3/13/2006, with respect to claims 1 and 27 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1 and 27 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3, 17, 19, 22-24, 27-28 and 29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Independent claims 1 and 27 both define a feature of transferring at least one 
original image signal, which is among the plurality of the original image signals, 
to an image output device, prior to the operation-processed image signal being 
obtained from the predetermined operation processing. The prior art of record, 
Yanagita et al, U.S. Patent No. 5,982,953, teaches displaying of one of the 
original images. However, Yanagita fails to teach the original image is transferred 
prior to the operation-processed image being obtained from the predetermined 
operation processing. 

b. Claims 2-3, 17,19, 22-24 and 29 are dependent upon Claim 1 . 

c. Claim 28 is dependent upon Claim 27.
